AMERICA HAS BOUGHT BACK 
 $1,500,000,000 IN STOCKS. 


Experts Estimate Vast Sum in Se- 
curities Formerly Held Abroad 


Which Has Returned. — 


New York, Dec. 23.—Approximately $1,- 
500,000,000 [par value] of American secur- 
ties, which were foreign owned when the 
European war started, have been ab- 
sorbed in the United States during the last 
‘gixteen months, financial experts said to- 
day. 

The Delaware & Hudson Co. announced 
today that statistics furnished by the 141 
principal railroads of the United States 
showed that $480,892,135 [par value] of 
American railroad securities of all forms 
were transferred from foreign to Ameri- 
can owners between Feb. 1 and July 13.

LONDON, Dec. 23—The most impor- 
tant speeches at the closing session of the 
house of commons before it adjourned 
tonight for the Christmas recess were 
made by Lord Robert Cecil, undersecre- 
tary for foreign affairs, and A. J. Bal- 
four, first lord of the admiralty. 

Lord Robert Cecil's speech was in the 
nature of a general defense of the foreign 
office. He denied rumors of dissension in 
the cabinet, of dissensions among the 
allies, and of the pro-German influence 
in the foreign office. 

“ Until the resignation df one or more 
members of the cabinet.“ he said, 
“everyone is bound to accept the view 
that it is united on the main lines of 
its policy. As to the unity of the allies, 
they have carried on the war in a man- 
ner which is really an unexampled per- 
formance of unity. 


Denied Spy Is in Ranks. | 
“ Suggestions recently have been made 
that some one in the foreign office is in 
the pay of Germany, or, at least is pro- 
German. This is a grotesque and serious 
charge. It shows that some people be- 


\come mere hysterical neurotics. When 


things aren't going right such people 
think the proper course is to turn on the 
men who are trying to serve their country 
and shout ‘Traitor! Traitor!’ 

This is a disgraceful state-of things. 
It is utterly destructive of the morale of 
the country and it is the duty of every 
patriotic man to stamp on these people. 

“I assure the house that everything 
that could be done legitimately to prevent 
goods going into Germany has been done. 

“As to our Balkan policy, the aim 
throughout has been to produce in those 
unhappy countries unity instead of dis- 
cord. The suggestion that the foreign

The plan 
comprehends, on thedeath of an employé, 
the payment to his family or estate of one- 
fourth his yearly wage; if he has been 
in the company's employ two years, one- 
half of his yearly wage; if he has been in 
the company’s employ three years, a full 
year’s wage—in no event to exceed $2,000. 

The company will shortly propose 
adopting a sick benefit plan in connection 
with the above. It is felt that it is par- 
ticularly appropriate to announce this in- 
surance plan at this time.”

NEW INCREASES | 
IN RATES GIVEN 


Commerce Body Makes a 
Third Favorable Decision 
for Western Railroads. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT. } 

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.—[Special. | 
—Further increases in freight rates were 
granted the railroads in western territory 
by the interstate commerce commission 
today. 

Under this decision, which is the third 
during the last six months granting in- 
creases to the western carriers, the rail- 
roads will be allowed to raise their 
charges on agricultural implements 2 
cents per 100 pounds and on canned goods 
1 cent per 100 pounds, They were also 
given permission to increase their rates 
on boots and shoes, leather, and boot and 
shoe findings between Missouri manufac- 
turing points and interstate points, when 
shipped in carload quantities. Increases 
were allowed on dried fruits in portions 
of the territory as well as on shipments of 


flue lining. 


increase rates on eggs and on cider and 
vinegar. 

The largest item in the concession was 
the permission to increase their rates on 
agricultural implements. The territory 
covered is between Chicago, Peoria, St. 
Louis, St. Paul, Mississippi river points, 
and points taking same rates, and points 
in Iowa, Missouri, Minnesota, North Da- 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, and Kan- 


gas. ! 

Most of the new rates will become effec- 
tive Jan. 31 and the tariffs containing the 
increases disallowed must be canceled 
by Dec. 28 next. No estimate of the addi- 
tional revenue the roads will derive from 
the advances is contained in the commis- 
sion’s report on the case, but it will mount 
into the hundreds of thousands annually. 


Rate Case Virtually Ended. 
Although there are still pending before 
the commission proposed increases on a 
few other commodities, the general cam- 
paign of the western roads to obtain high- 
er rates on the more important commodi- 
ties virtually is at an end. 


PLAN BIG PLANT 
ON SOUTH WATER 
Produce Men Dispel Moving 


Rumor by Projecting 
$900,000 “Freezer.” 


That South Water street is not going 
to move to any one of the several loca- 


tions to which persistent rumor has con- 
signed it during the last two years or 
more ts indicated by the fact that promi- 
nent interests in that street are about to 
erect what is id will be the largest ein- 
gle cold storage building in the world. 

The structure will be at the southwest 
corner of Kinzie and Dearborn streets 
on land which has been acquired from 
the Martha S. Hill estate unter long 
term lease, and will be known as the 
Central Cold Storage Company building. 
It ie to be constructed by the Central 
Cold Storage company, a corporation 
composed of South Water street and 
West Randolph street produce mer- 
chants. It is also said that the scheme 
involves the establishment of a large 
wholesale produce market in that same 
neighborhood. 

Fourteen Stories High. 

The building will be fourteen stories 
with two basements, will have a front- 
age of 160 feet on Kinsie street and 100 
on Dearborn street, with a depth of 208 
feet for the west half of the building. 
which will extend back to switch tracks 
of the Chicago and Northwestern Rail- 
way company. 

An ordinance has deen passed giving 
the right to run cars into the building. 
Preliminary work will be begun imme- 
diately after the holidays. 

The cost of the building te placed at 
$900,000, for which the necessary finean- 
cial arrangements are stated to have 


4,580,000 cubic feet of space. 


Two Proposed Projects. 

The chief proposed new produce center 
is at West Thirty-ninth street and Ash- 
land avenue, promoted by the Chicago 
Junction railway. Considerable work has 
been done here and the promoters hope 
ultimately a part of the South Water 
street business will be traneferred to that 


point.

Washington, D. C., Dec. 23.~The Mexi- 
can typhus plague has crossed the Rio 
Grande into Texas. Information to this 
effect, reaching the United States public 
health service here today, has alarmed 
official circles. Three cases of the scourge 
have been located at Laredo, Tex., where 
hundreds of Mexican refugees have gath- 
ered, 

The public health service has issued 
orders detailing special agents at all 
towns along the border, and a rigid quar- 
antine will be established. 

Reports reaching the Red Cross today 
from Mexico City, where 30,000 persons are 
reported down with the fever, state that 
thirteen cases are reported to have broken 
out in the American and English colonies. 
The British ambaseador conferred today 
with Secretary of State Lansing over tht 
situation. The secretary informed him 
that Carranza has not yet replied to the 
request of this government that he per- 
mit agents of the American Red Cross 
and of the Rockefeller Foundation to take 
charge of the campaign against the fever. 

Dr. C. C. Pierce of the public health 
service has been ordered from San Fran- 
cisco to Laredo to take charge of the sit- 
uation there.

General Sued for $750,000. 


Now the General Film company is on 


trial for some of the peccadilloes of its 
past. Yesterday in New York suit was 
brought against it to the tune of $750,000 
under the Sherman anti-trust law by the 
Imperial Film Exchange of New York 
on the grounds ot ruining the latter s 
business by reducing an income of $50,000 
A year to $18,000. 

The trouble happened. in 1910, with the 
organization of the Vitagraph, Edison, 
Essanay, Pathé, Kalem, Kleine, Lubin, 
and Selig companies into the General, 
which then absorbed the rental field, on 
the Imperial company’s claim, that had 
been held by it since 1908. 

Damages of $250,000 are asked by the 
Imperial, which, in accordance with the 
Sherman law, permite the seeking of a 
judgment of a treble amount, in this case

Old Fashioned Slaw Dressing. 

One egg, one-half cup of sugar, one 
tablespoon of flour, one-half teaspoon of 
mustard, one-half teaspoon of salt, a 
dash of red pepper, one-half a cup each 
of water and vinegar. Put together in 
the’ order mentioned, beating the egg a 
little and boiling the whole until thick- 


.jened. This is enough dressing for two 


or three small cabbages, and multiplied 
by twenty-four will make slaw enough 
for 200 people. 
Cabbage for Salad. 

More wholesome than the above dress- 
ing is sour cream beaten well and sea- 
soned with sugar and vinegar or lemon 
juice. To prepare the cabbage, shave it 
as fine as possible, put the shavings into a 
deep bowl and pour boiling water over 
them. Then pour the whole into a colan- 
der, drain. and put into ice water to crisp.

Southern Pacific earnings for Novem- 


ber occasioned considerable temporary 
enthusiasm in the market. The stock 
advanced from 100% to 102%, and the gen- 
eral list responded to the improvement. 
The figures showed an increase of 
63,506,184 gross, and a gain in net of 
§1,986,347, or 71 per cent.’ The exhibit was 
the best for any November in the history 
of the property and was taken as sig- 
nificant of the general situation in the 
transportation industry. Further, with 
the restoration of order in Mexico, South- 
ern Pacific should show an increase from 


that source. It has about 1,000 miles of 


track in Mexican territory, and the dis- 
turbed conditions in the northern states 
have greatly reduced the earnings. 


Five Systems Show Improvement. 

An analysis of earnings of five impor- 
tant systems for July, August, September, 
and October revealed increases in net of 
46 per cent for Norfolk and Western, 37 
per cent for Southern Railway, 37 per 
cent for Erie, 33 per cent for New Haven, 
and for Baltimore and Ohio. 

The eastern roads for several months 
have showed gains in earnings credited 
in part to the movement of war orders. 
Now that Southern Pacific is advancing, 
the general situation is regarded as much 
improved. Meanwhile, the lumber busi- 
ness in the Pacific northwest is reported 
to be rapidly returning to a normal basis 
and some of the important mills are work- 
ing on large order. A resumption of life 
of the lumber business of the northwest 
would mean much for, the St. Paul and 
other northwestern systems. 

Frisco Plan Partly Approved. 

The Missouri public service commission 
approved in part the reorganization plan 
for the St. Louis and San Francisco rail- 
road. 

The commission rejected those features 
providing for a board of seven trustees 


who shall vote the stock of the road for 


five years, for a $5,000,000 bonus to be 
paid in exchanging $69,000,000 of old bonds 
for $74,000,000 new ones, and for convert- 
ing $38,000,000 5 per cent income bonds 
into 6 per cent preferred stock. 

The plan, as approved, reduces the pro- 
posed capitalization of the Frisco system 
from $327,000,000 to $319,000,000. The 
commission approved the payment of 
$6,800,000 for reorganization expenses, 
commissions, etc., but specified that such 
expenses umst be approved in detail be- 
fore payment was made. Unsecured 
claims against the Frisco must be taken 
care of in the courts. 


Objection to Exchange Bonus. 
The bonus of $5,000,000 [round num- 
bers] to which objection fs made refers

for one of General Motors. Certain bank- 
ing interests of New York and Boston, 
which financed the General Motors com- 
pany a few years ago, are opposed to con- 
trol by the Chevrolet, but they were out- 
voted. ‘ 
Chevrolet shares, which are traded in 
on the curb, closed at 147, white General 
Motors, which is listed in on the stock 
exchange, closed at 465, a decline of 938 
points from its high record price early in 
the month.
